Hours after that time, Orvis T. 
Henkle, general manager of the 
Union Stock Yard and Transit 
company, announced not a man 
had reported for work. Trading 
still was suspended, and livestock 
receipts were about one-tenth of 
normal.

VATICAN CITY. (A>)—The ail¬ 
ing pope took part in special 
prayers in the chapel of his offi¬ 
cial apartment this morning, open¬ 
ing a week of spiritual devotions 
at the Vatican. 

'The pontiff, who yesterday ad¬ 
dressed an audience of pilgrims 
after walking to the throne from 
his sedan chair, was 6arried into 
the chapel In the chair. 

He prayed with cardinals and 
other prelates for a half hour, 
when the service was suspended 
for 30 minutes, to resume at 11:30. 

These annual spiritual exercises 
were instituted by the pope in an 
encyclical in the early years of 
his reign as an e.xample to the 
clergy to be assiduous in prayer, 
Vatican authorities said. 

Although audiences ordinarily 
are suspended during the week of 
.spiritual e.xercises, they added, the 
pope again showed his unwilling¬ 
ness to rest. 

He decided, Vatican officials 
said, to receive a group of newly¬ 
weds in audience Wednesday. 

’The pope got out of bed after 
his physician. Dr. Aminta Milani, 
paid a morning visit and found 
his condition satisfactory. 

The pontiff Sunday, with sur¬ 
prising strength, talked for 10 
minutes to 400 Hungarian pilgrims 
after he had seated himself, un¬ 
aided, on the papal throne.

NEW YORK. (JP>—A plan for 
training 100,000 civilian pilots and 
125,000 mechanics at government 
expense during the next five years 
to buttress the national air de¬ 
fense has been agreed upon by the 
army air corps and the civil aero¬ 
nautics authority. 

It must hurdle the scrutiny of 
President Roosevelt, to whom the 
scheme is scheduled to be present¬ 
ed late this week, and obtain the 
approval of the new congress 
meeting in January before It could 
become effective. 

Intended as part of the air re¬ 
armament program under con¬ 
templation by the administration, 
it would give the United States an 
air force reserve numerically ap¬ 
proximately that which Germany 
is reliably reported to have at the 
present time. 

Louis Johnson, assistant secre¬ 
tary of war, already has men¬ 
tioned the figure of 12,000 air¬ 
planes as a likely goal toward 
which the army will build in the 
equipment aspect of the air re¬ 
armament program. A force of 
3000 planes for the navy was au¬ 
thorized by the last congress. 

As worked out by the army and 
the CAA, the civilian training 
program would be carried out at 
the rate of 20,000 pilots and 25,- 
000 mechanics a year at approved 
commercial schools, with the gov¬ 
ernment footing the entire bill. | 
The more promising graduates 
would be offered the opportunity 
of continuing their training— 
learning to pilot faster and larg¬ 
er air corps planes, instrument 
flying and the finer points of en¬ 
gine and airplane upkeep—as a 
special class of reservists on ac¬ 
tive duty. 

Some 35,000 persons hold "stu¬ 
dent” flying licenses now. About 
5000 mechanics are enrolled in 
commercial schools. The two 
groups would be culled over to ob¬ 
tain a nucleus for the proposed 
civilian air corps. 

In an address at Cleveland last 
winter, Maj. Gen. Frank M. An¬ 
drews, chief of the general head¬ 
quarters air force, said an acute 
need for more pilots existed. 

Among the directors of com¬ 
mercial schools who were called 
into consultation at Washington 
last week on the army-CAA plan 
were those from the Boe'ug School 
of Aeronautics, Oakland, Calif., 
the Casey Jones School of Aero¬ 
nautics, Newark, N. J., and the 
Curtiss-Wrlght Technical Insti¬ 
tute, Glendale, Calif.

pon, might suddenly turn mur¬ 
derer. 

Women of this industrial town, 
at least those brave enougn still 
to venture out at night, were 
arming themselves with large 
hatpins, bags of pepper and walk¬ 
ing-sticks for self-defense. 

Patrols of Boy Scouts were 
pressed into service. 

Some believed the attacks might 
be the work of three persons who, 
as one police official put it, were 
"revelling in publicity.” 

Since the majority of those 
slashed were women, another 
theory was that "the phantom” 
might be someone who had been 
supplanted in his job by a woman. 

The only clue to the slasher's 
identity has come from one of the 
women victims who de8cri'>ed him 
as having "staring eyes and a big 
mouth” which she said she would 
recognize again. 

It was expected troops would be 
brought in soon if other measures 
fall to catch him.

Orange county taxes—collected 
for county, school and .special dis¬ 
trict purpo.ses — have increased 
nearly $2,000,000 in the pa.st four 
years, the California Taxpayers’ 
association reported today. 

The increase here has been ,54 
per cent, compared with a state¬ 
wide average of 4.'! per cent over 
the same period. 

Taxes levied on property neie 
in 1938-39 were $5,546,052, an in¬ 
crease of $1,937,958 over the 1934- 
35 levy of $3,608,094, the associa¬ 
tion’s study revealed. The figure 
included taxes levied by county, 
.school and special district govern¬ 
ments in the county, but not taxes 
levied by the cities. The 1937-38 
levy was $5,274,960. 

'Taxes levied by the county frr 
current purpo.ses went from $1,- 
104,432 in 19.34-.35 to $1,693,35.3 in 
1938-39: county levies for bonds 
totaled $151,062 in 19.34-35 and 
were $67,234 in 1938-39. 

Local property taxes levied for 
the school districts in the county 
totaled $1,387,378 in 19.34-35 and 
went to $2,34.3.495 in this fiscal 
year, while levies for school bonds 
dropped from $573,170 to $522 384 
in the two fiscal years, .Special 
district taxes more than doubled, 
mostly because of flood control, 
from $394,052 in 1934-35 to .$919,- 
,586 in 19.38-.39. 

Average increase over the state 
as a whole was 43 per cent over 
the surveyed period, or 11 per cent 
le.ss than the increa.se in Orange 
county. 

The levy for 19.34-35, the icsso- 
ciation .said, was the lowest in the 
present decade and reflected both 
the relief of local property through 
the transfer of county school eun- 
poit to the state general fund and 
the accumulated force of depres¬ 
sion economies.

Dur¬ 
ing 1927 and 1928 he was a mem¬ 
ber of the state board of educa¬ 
tion. 

In 1932 he was a Democratic 
presidential elector and in 19.34 
was a candidate for the Demo¬ 
cratic nomination for congre.ss 
from the 18th district.

That, in brief, summarizes the 
Ed Stinson and Sons ranch near 
Orange where championship Bel¬ 
gian draft horses are produced for 
show purposes as well as for gen¬ 
eral farm work. 

• • • 

On the ranch now are 38 thor¬ 
oughbreds, the average weighing 
from 1800 to 2200 pounds. The 
Stinsons and their horses are fa¬ 
miliar to every prominent coimty 
fair in California, and they have 
appeared as far east as Kansas 
City. 

B • « 

From July to October, the Stin¬ 
son and their horses are on the 
circuit—just like a circus—travel¬ 
ing from fair to fair, and appear¬ 
ing in numerous rodeos, special 
celebrations, and horse shows, im¬ 
portant thing is that the Stinsons 
come home with bundles of rib¬ 
bons, silver cups and cash prizes. 

W • « 

For months, some of the horses 
do not see the home ranch as 
they are moved by train or truck 
throughout the state. Regular 
trip made each year is the state 
fair at Sacramento. This year 
county fairs at Santa Barbara, 
Santa Maria, Pomona, Stockton, 
and nearly a dozen other events 
drew the participation of the Stin¬ 
son horses. 

• * • 

Transportation costs run high, 
except to Sacramento. A proviso 
in the franchise granted to the 
railroads in the early days pro¬ 
vided that show horses being 
transported to the state fair must 
be done so free of charge. To 
take 16 horses to the state fair 
would cost more than $1000. 

« » • 

For short trips, such as to the 
Covered Wagons Days celebration 
at San Bernardino, the horses and 
wagons are sent by truck. 

« « • 

The Stinsons often go into Ari¬ 
zona to show their horses at 
rodeos or fairs. Once they entered 
a Belgian horse show in Kansas 
City. This was the longest trip 
yet made. 

B « ■ 

Ed Stinson, er., holds the dis¬ 
tinction of being the only man 
in the world to drive a 16-horse 
hitch. Difficult though it is, he 
can handle the tons of horseflesh 
without a slip, just as an ordinary 
motorist would drive down Main 
street. 

• * > 

The Stinsons hitch the horses to 
specif "foolproof” wagons built 

for short, sharp turns. The front 
wheels can turn completely under 
the wagon. 

« W » 

To hold 16 prancing, dancing 
horses and put them through their 
paees is a terrific strain on the 
hands and arms. Because of the 
danger of falling, the driver is 

strapped in the wagon seat. This 
also gives more leverage in hold¬ 
ing the horses. 

« » « 

Driving 16 horses requires eight 
separate reins—four in each hand. 
It’s an art to be able to turn 
the steeds completely around, loos¬ 
ing and tighting the handful of 
reins. 

« • • 

For the 16-horse hitch, four 
horses are hitched abreast. There 
are two reins for each four-horse 
group. While its best to hold on 
to the reins with both hands, the 
driver can hold the reins with one 
hand if neces.sary, by holding the 
lines between each finger, running 
the ends over his thumb. 

« V * 

Ed Stinson, jr., claims he's oniy 
had one runaway at a show. Only 
damage was the virtual wrecking 
of a Ford car. One horse landed 
on the rumble seat and Stinston, 
who had been holding the heads 
of the lead team when they started 
running, was dragged over the car 
and onto the radiator. 

X • « 

Danger of runaways is smallest 
with the largest number of horses, 
he claims. With 16 huge draft 
horses hitched to a wagon, one 
horse can’t do much if he dc- 
cldea to run—^he can’t very well 
drag the other 15 with him. A 
two-borae hitch, however, can 
hardly be stopped because there 
are no other horses to hold them 
back. 

• • • 

’The Stinson’s have been making 
the rounds of fairs, horse shows, 
rodeos, and other special events 
for 15 years. They had an entry 
in the Armistice day parade at 
Orange, and at Orange’s Golden 
Jubilee parade. 

• * • 

Just because the horses are used 
for show is no indication they 
don’t have to work. All of them 
are used for regular heavy-duty 
track work. 

• • * 

Stinsons also have a contract 
this year to take care of the 
Santa Anita race track during the 
approaching season. Four teams 
will be kept at the track to har¬ 
row It after every race. 

* * • 

’The job was formerly done with 
tractors, but this year track offi¬ 
cials decided machinery didn’t be¬ 
long on a race track. Besides, 
tractors packed the ground down 
too hard. Previous to and dur¬ 
ing the season, the track will be 
ploughed with a tractor about 3 
a. m., then harrowed by Stinsons' 
hortes during the early morning.

Before the racing season begins, 
th« race horses will be taking 
daily workouts.

U. S. MAY LIST 
ASSETS UNDER 
NEW BUDGET 

WASHINGTON. (Ab—The treas¬ 
ury’s bookkeepers may borrow an 
idea from business and show in a 
new type of budget what the coun¬ 
try is getting for its "public im¬ 
provements” money. 

Officials disclosed today that 
Secretary Morgenthau and fiscal 
experts of various lending agen¬ 
cies have been studying the plan, 
which would set apart expendi¬ 
tures made for permanent im¬ 
provements such as bridges, dams 
and roads. 

Balanced against the expendi¬ 
tures would be the Improvements 
themselves, which would be listed 
as government assets. Stripped of 
technicalities, the system might 
work like this: 

’The government might borrow 
$10,000,000 and build a dam, the 
power and irrigation water from 
which would be sold. The treas¬ 
ury would write down $10,000,000 
on the liability side of its ledger, 
and at the same time would list 
the dam itself as a $10,000,009 
asset. 

From the income of the dam 
the trea.sury would set aside sums 
for operation, depreciation and 
debt retirement. Over a period 
of years the debt would be retired, 
and profits from the dam, If it 
.still were useful, would be de¬ 
posited in the treasury’s general 
funds and u.sed for payment of 
ordinary government operating ex- 
pense.s. 

This system is followed by in¬ 
dustrial organizations when they 
build new plants or acquire new 
machinery. A similar system la 
in operation in Sweden. 

The present treasury statements 
record only cash income and cash 
outgo. Officials said this account¬ 
ing would have to be continued In 
its present form, because it is the 
only method of showing the actual 
ca.eh condition of the government 
till. 

They added, however, that a 
supplemental .statement showing 
the expenditures for public Im¬ 
provements and the asset value of 
the improvements might be Issued 
annually or monthly. 

A score of items might be in¬ 
cluded in the supplemental state¬ 
ment, Including secured loans to 
home owners, loans to states and 
loans to business. Outlays of such 
agencies as the Tennessee Valley 
authority and the Farm Security 
administration also might be bal¬ 
anced against the assets they had 
acquired. 

Treasury authorities conceded 
there would be many difficulties 
in drafting the supplemental 
budget. They said, for instance, 
that the asset value of most gov¬ 
ernment properties would be 
largely a matter of judgment. 

If the plan finally is adopted, 
it probably will make its first ap¬ 
pearance in Persident Roosevelt’s 
budget message to congress In 
January.

SEAL BEACH TO 
VOTE TUESDAY 
ON BOND ISSUE 

SEAL BEACH.—Two measur's 
i are Included in a $150,000 bond 
issue which will be submitted to 
voters here tomorrow. The issue 
will decide whether the city shall 
spend that amount to build a 
bridge across Anaheim Landing 
channel, and to lay out a city 
park on the beach and bluff to 
the side of the municipal pier, now 
under construction. 

'The bond issue ballot will con¬ 
tain two propositions—one on the 
bridge and the other on the park 
— and either can be voted or re¬ 
jected independently of the other. 

The proposed bridge would cost 
approximately $75,000. and the 
park project would co.st $75,000 
for acquisition and grading, and 
1 $5000 for landscaping. 

I Seal Beach holds option on the 
necessary land for the park im¬ 
provement. The option extends to 
Dec. 1, and will be exercised im¬ 
mediately if the bonds carry.

“Dynasty of Death” is one of 
the most brutal books I have ever 
read. Although hailed as a great 
expose of the armament industry, 
I found this subject, savage 
enough, completely over^adowed 
the characters of the assorted 
Barbours and Bouchards, indus¬ 
trial giants, who used the medium 
of armament manufacture to sat¬ 
isfy their greed and lust for power. 
The story of the two families, their 
cold-blooded and selfish dealings 
with one another, their determi¬ 
nation to stick together despite 
their mutual hatred and suspicion, 
because only together tiiey could 
achieve success in their undertak¬ 
ings, is a powerful denunciation of 
the empire building days of the 
19th century. It is America at its 
worst, a sinister picture, but a 
compelling and fascinating one. 


Joseph Barbour was an upper 
servant when in 1837 he brought 
his family from England to th« 
ugly new town of Windsor, Pa., 
where his brother was already en» 
gaged in the manufacture of fire* 
arms. In partnership with the 
Bouchards, French exiles, they 
specialized in hunting rifles, had 
no further aim than to proidde a 
comfortable living for their re* 
spective families. But they reck* 
oned without Joseph’s son Ernest, 
who cold and incalcuable, even at 
the age of 14, had plans ruthless 
beyond his father’s Imagination. 

It is Ernest who dominates the 
book; Ernest, whose driving ambi* 
tion would let nothing stand in the 
way, no matter who suffered, or 
who was sacrificed. Prom the day 
he sold his uncle down the river 
till the day he died, he brought 
tragedy to all the lives that 
touched his. He was directly re* 
sponsible for the deaths of his 
father and three of his children. 
He brought only unhappiness to 
May, the heiress whom he married. 
He ruined the life of Amy, whom 
he really loved, but who could 
bring no steel mills or coal mines 
in her dowry. As he employed 
agents and their insidious propa* 
ganda to stir hatred among na* 
tlons, so, on a smaller sew, he 
played upon the emotions of his 
family and business associates to 
alter situations to his own ad* 
vantage. 

Of the 40 odd members of th* 
dynasty there were oniv tiy-ee who 
dared stand up to Ernest. His 
brother Martin spent his share of 
the estate endowing a hospital for 
the workmen, imported from Eu¬ 
rope to a virtual slavery in the 
mines and factories. One son, 
Regrinald, sought salvation in an 
Amenite settlement, and another 
son became a composer. The oth¬ 
ers openly feared and hated 
Ernest, but avid for the enormous 
profits pouring in from a hundred 
different enterprises, rallying 
around the head of the empire. 

Although Ernest’s own sons 
deserted the colors, there were 
nephews and grandsons left at his 
death to carry on the dynasty. It 
is not only their nefarious busi* 
ness which threatens all humanl* 
tarian Ideals, but their methods, 
their conniving, their sweeping 
disregard of all loyalty and senti¬ 
ment. So real, so vital are Mr. 
Caldwell’s characters that these 
families, these Barbours and 
Bouchards, who sank so low, and 
went to such despicable ends to 
obtain their wealth, seem a living 
menace. One wonders if they are 
drawn from actual families.

Newly-elected county and state 
officials here were puzzling today 
over the moment they take office, 
following receipt of an opinion 
from Atty. Gen. U. S. Webb on 
the subject. 

According to Webb’s opinion, 
newly-elected county officers will 
take office at noon Jan. 2, despite 
the fact that day is a holiday. 

State officers, including superior 
judges, technically take office at 
midnight Jan. 1, although they 
can perform no judicial acts until 
Jan. 3, first day after the new 
year which is not a legal holiday. 

County Clerk B. J. Smith said 
today he was urging new officials 
to obtain their certificates of elec¬ 
tion, post bond and qualify before 
the New Year’s day holiday, so 
they automatically can take office 
at the first legal moment and thus 
prevent the county from being 
without a sheriff or district at¬ 
torney for even a few hours. 


Whether G. F. McKelvey, dep¬

The writ 
had been prepared and tin order 
for it signed when Menton made 
the motion for dismissal. 

McKelvey was suspended by 
Jackson at the same time a spe¬ 
cial grand jury was called to in¬ 
vestigate the defamatory pre¬ 
election pamphlet. The deputy, 
testimony in the preliminary hear¬ 
ing showed, withdrew from the 
Los Angeles district attorney’s of¬ 
fice a grand jury transcript used 
in preparation of a second pam¬ 
phlet, which was ordered and paid 
for by the same man who ordered 
“Fools Rush In.” 


Swope agreed with Hanford 
MacNider, former minister to 
Canada, who had testified briefly 
that industrial profit - sharing 
plans should be geared to the rise 
and fall of profits in order to 
make employes doubly conscious 
of their company’s condition. 

MacNider, president of the 
Northwestern States Portland Ce¬ 
ment Company of Mason City, 
Iowa, told the committee he was 
opposed to incentive taxation and 
urged complete repeal of the un¬ 
divided profits tax, asserting such 
action would provide a surer In¬ 
centive for business expansion. 

MacNider said he did not be¬ 
lieve in either incentive or punitive 
taxation. 

“Well,” interpo.sed Senator Van- 
denberg (R., Mich.), “you get the 
punitive taxation whether you be¬ 
lieve in it or not.” 

MacNider insisted, however, in¬ 
centive taxation might develop a 
trend among employers toward 
lowering wages to a minimum so 
they could charge, for tax pur¬ 
poses, as large an amount as pos¬ 
sible toward profit-sharing. 

Swope said he thought the un¬ 
divided profits tax had been wisely 
amended by congress in the la.st 
session, when little more than the 
form of the tax was left in the 
revised tax law. 

This has operated to “earmark” 
earnings for plant expansion, thus 
providing more capital for busi- 
ne.ss and more jobs for labor, he 
said.

Number of per¬ 
sons in the entire state at the 
end of this year was estimated at 
6,940,000, an increase of 22 per 
cent over the 1930 census of 5,677,- 
251 persons—or an e.stimated 2.3 
per »'nt increase compounded an¬ 
nually during the present decade. 
California's population, the asso¬ 
ciation reported, is Increasing at 
a rate higher than the national 
average, due to migration here 
during the pa.st few years.

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RICHARD INCC 
FAIAllY HURT 
IN CVOf RACE 

OAKLAND, im ~ Wealthy, 
youthful Richard Ince of Holly-, 
wood, aon of a pioneer film pro¬ 
ducer, promised to give up the 
roaring thrills of a motorcycle 
racer’s life, but death—from in¬ 
juries in a motorcycle race—pre¬ 
vented him today from keeping his 
word, 

Ince, 23, was Injured fatally 
yesterday before the eyes of his 
t9-year-old wife, the former Bar¬ 
bara Ann Butler of Kansas City, 
Mo., and his elder brother, Thomas. 

Young Ince’s motorcycle brushed 
another machine as he roared 
around the Oakland speedway in 
ninth place on the eist lap of the 
200-mile Pacific Coast motorcycle 
championship race. This caused 
him to skid into the path of still 
another vehicle. 

Ince lost control of his mount 
and crashed, head-first, into a 
side fence. His head and chest 
were crushed and he died several 
hours later. 

The race was won by Sam 
Arena of Watsonville, Calif., who 
covered the 200 miles in 2 hours, 

38 4/10 minutes, defeating a field 
of 35. 

Frenchy Castonguay. Spring- 
field, Mass,, and Ed Kretz, Po¬ 
mona, Calif., two riders with whom 
Ince mixed, were injured slightly. 

In another pile-up, two more 
riders, Ed Kradjian of Fresno and 
Bud Lowrie, San Francisco, were 
cut and bruised. 

Ince became Interested in mo¬ 
torcycle racing when he was a 
boy, and his enthusiasm continued 
Several years ago he became a 
professional and won a rating as 
a No. 1 handicap rider of the 
American Motorcycle association. 
HIb mother, Mrs. Eleanor Ince of 
Beverly Hills, Calif., tried to dis¬ 
suade him from racing as a career. 

Richard promised to quit, and a 
few months ago, he went into the 
hotel and apeirtment house busi¬ 
ness in Los Angeles, with the ex¬ 
pectation of giving up racing en¬ 
tirely. 

He was married last Feb. 19 , 
in a fashionable Hollywood cere¬ 
mony, to the former Miss Butler. 

Two years previously, with prize 
money he won in a motorcycle 
race, he rented a plane and piloted 
it himself on an elopment flight 
to Yuma, Ariz„ with Miss Char- 
lott Buford, member of a socially 
prominent Los Angeles family. 

The marriage later was annulled' 
Ince’s father, the late Thomas 
H. Ince, early day film producer, 
died in 1924, leaving an estate of 
nearly $2,000,000 in addition to 
trust funds which he had set aside 
for his wife and sons

British Leader of Fascists 
Dodges Issue When Asked 
About Marriage in Germany 


LONDON. (A’l—Sir Oswald 
Mosley, leader of British Fascists, 
today iasued a formal statement 
which neither confirmed nor de¬ 
nied reports he had been secretly 
married to Mrs. Diana Guinness, 
blonde 28-year-old Nazi-admiring 
daughter of Baron Redesdale. 

Reports the two were married 
in Munich or Berlin in Decem¬ 
ber, 1937, with Chancellor Hitler 
and other high Nazi personalities 
in attendance, were published in 
London papers. Such a report 
first was publi^ed in Paris Nov. 
23 by Paris-Soir. 

The statement, issued through 
his organization of British Union, 
said. “Sir Oswald has not been in 
Germany at all for over two 
years.” It denied the authenticity 
of what it called "the alleged doc¬ 
ument of December, 1987, to which 
publicity has been given,” refer¬ 
ring to the supposed record of the 
wedding, mentioned in published 
reports. 

Investigations at all four Mun¬ 
ich registrar’s offices failed to re¬ 
veal any trace of Mosley’s re¬ 
ported wedding. 

Mosley married Lady Cynthia 
Blance Curzon, daughter of the 
late Marquess Curzon of Keddels- 
ton, In 1920.

ROBT. IRWIN 
SENTENCED TO 
13+YEAR TERM 

NEW YORK. ()D—Robert Ir¬ 
win, eccentric young sculptor who 
pleaded guilty to the 1937 Eaeter 
morning triple-slaying of Veroni¬ 
ca Gedeon, attractive model; her 
mother, and Frank Byrnes, a 
boarder, was sentenced to 134 
years in state’s prison today by 
Judge James G. Wallace. 

Trial of Irwin, specifically for 
the murder of Byrnes, was inter¬ 
rupted by Irwin’s guilty plea be¬ 
fore the jury was completed. He 
pleaded guilty to second degree 
murder. Irwin’s lawyer, Samuel 
Leibowitz, in offering the olea, 
told the court the sculptor was 
“crazy as a bed-bug.” 

Four husky attendants sur¬ 
rounded Irwin as he was led Into 
the courtroom today. Standing 
before the bar, he made a futile 
plea to be heard before sentence 
was pronounced. 

‘"This asking a prisoner wheth¬ 
er he has anything to say before 
sentence is just a farce,” cried Ir¬ 
win. "I have something to say. 

“You say you represent justice," 
he shouted at Judge Wallace. “I 
say you do not. You represent a 
rich man’s justice.” 

When the court clerk asked Ir¬ 
win the routine question of wheth¬ 
er he had anything to say the de¬ 
fendant grasped the rail smd 
leaned forward. “Your honor,” 
he said, “ordinarily this business 
of asking a man if he wants to 
say something before sentence is 
a mere formality, I am not guil¬ 
ty of a wilful aggression against 
society.” 

"You pleaded guilty to murder 
in the second degree,” interrupted 
Judge Wallace. “You admitted 
killing three persons, and I won’t 
permit you to make any oration.” 

The court remarked upon pro¬ 
nouncing sentence that Irwin’s 
guilty plea "was consented to by 
the district attorney and accepted 
by the court for the reason that 
there was a question of whether 
he was of sufficient mentality to 
be responsible for these acts. 

‘"rhe defendant’s counsel offer¬ 
ed this plea to make sure this 
man would not be executed,” he 
said. “The state lost nothing by 
accepting this plea, other than 
the execution of this defendant. 
’This plea insured the incarcera¬ 
tion of this defendant for the rest 
of his natural life and that Is the 
sentence of this court." 

“Your honor,” cried Irwin, as 
Judge Wallace concluded, “you 
should have at least let me pre¬ 
sent my side of the cose.” 

The trlpple slaying, one of the 
most spectacular crimes In mod¬ 
em Manhattan police annals, was 
discovered by the young model’s 
father when he paid an easier call 
on his estranged family in their 
Beekman Hill apartment. 

Irwin, arrested after a long 
search, said his Intended victim 
was Veronica’s sister, Mrs. Ethel 
Kudner, whom he had wooed and 
lost.

THE GREAT DESERT 

Strange as it seems, the inclu¬ 
sion of but three little words in 
the geography books of school 
children a century ago retarded 
for many years the settlement of 
the Nebraska Territory, including 
the Great North Platte Valley. 

Those words were; "The Great 
Desert." They were put there on 


the advice of Major Stephen H. 
Long, a topographical engineer 
of the United States army who In 
1819 had been sent West to chart 
the Platte River country and the 
mountains beyond. 

He follo'-'ed the Platte into the 
mountains and upon the conclusion 
of his work made a detailed re¬ 
port to the War Department in 
which he called the Nebraska Ter¬ 


ritory a desert because he thought 
the land was of little value. 

Major Long then prepared a 
map of the region and liad let¬ 
tered upon it the words: “The 
Great Desert.” This map was 
widely reproduced in the nation’s 
school geographies, and for years 
after it was proved that the Platt 
region was very fertile, the notion 
of it being a desert persisted.

That Open Door 


The United States can, if it desires, very easily stir 
up a war, or at least a bitter enmity, that might last for 
years, with Japan. 

The issue of that war or enmity would be whether a 
mythical door to China’s trade and commerce shall be 
open or closed. 

An ancient treaty says the door shall remain open. 

And so, if our state department and secretary of state 
see fit, the United States may sacrifice its very profit¬ 
able commerce with Japan by making a stand for certain 
indefinable rights on the mainland. 

If no “stand” is made, that is, if the United States 
lets things take their natural course in China, the trade 
of this nation with both Japan and China will grow to 
much greater proportions, and Japan’s all - important 
“face” will have been saved. 

The United States may lose a little “face” in such a 
proceeding, but the gamble on the other side of the argu¬ 
ment is, at worst, a war on foreign soil that might almost 
never end. 

American munitions and materials—bought and paid 
for, of course—undoubtedly greatly aided the Japanese 
in their conquest of China. 

For this nation to turn around after such a conquest 
is made and undertake to regulate the fruits of that con¬ 
quest would certainly seem to anyone but an American 
state department diplomat to be ridiculous in the extreme. 

The conquest of China was not of our making and is 
not to our liking. But neither have we been elected nor 
appointed the guardian of the world’s peace and morals. 


John E. King 


California lost a newspaper man of distinction when 
John E. King, publisher of the Hemet News, passed into 
the silent halls of memory. A career of more than half 
a century ended with his death. He leaves a’long line 
of accomplishments, and a clear record of integrity. In 
the varied positions of trust and responsibility. King ac¬ 
quitted himself with credit to those who placed their faith 
in him. 

At 11 he was a printer’s apprentice. In 1888 he 
established the Larchwood (Iowa) Leader, was owner of 
important publications in Minnesota, Montana, and Cali¬ 
fornia. He was honored by the California Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association with the presidency of that or¬ 
ganization, and among the profession regarded as signally 
able in his forceful editorial declarations. 

Politically he affiliated with the Democratic party, 
served as postmaster at Adrian, Minn., and Hemet, Calif. 
No civic call remained unheeded. His work on the State 
Board of Education, State Printer, State Board of Equali¬ 
zation, State Librarian of Minnesota, bank director, one 
of the founders of the Hemet-San Jacinto famous Ramona 
Pageant, and in a multitude of other important positions 
remains as a monument to his public service. 

King was a newspaper man who enforced his editorial 
declarations with personal service when it became neces¬ 
sary for him to do so. 

Along the trail of his 68 years he leaves a record of 
unusual achievement and good deeds.

Poor old Uncle Sam. Everything he touches turns 
to gold.

And now, with the United States definitely on the 
sidelines—as far as the recent map-changing argument 
is concerned—the flood of gold still continues. 

Be it war or peace, gold pours in on Uncle Midas in 
a way that may eventually become terribly annoying, or 
even dangerous. 

During the eight weeks ending October 28 a deluge 
of gold totaling $1,004,780,188 came flowing into this 
country. That put this nation’s gold holdings at $14,- 
071,098,436—more than any nation ever owned before, 
and equal to about 60 per cent of all the monetary gold 
in the world. 

The tragic embarrassment that finally came to old 
King Midas is, in this situation, something to think about.

An armistice has been declared in “The War of the 
Worlds,” which, as a radio presentation, terrified thou¬ 
sands of listeners late last month.

The masses 
were beastly ignorant and vermin¬ 
ous, and it cannot be forgotten 
that the revolution and the pro¬ 
gram of atrocity came abruptly 
after Russian soldiers had been 
sent into battle without bullets 
for their rifles against well-armed 
German troops. 

They had been sold out by con¬ 
scienceless grafters and naturally 
were furious, but of first import¬ 
ance is the fact that they were 
a low-grade people. The Germans, 
in their superiority, regarded them 
as cattle. 

In Spain the people were igno¬ 
rant, too, but there were other 
factors. For one, the masses, to 
quote an eminent Catholic publi¬ 
cist, had been driven to apostasy 
by poverty, destitution and injus¬ 
tice and had grown to hate the 
i-hurch because they hated the 
..lends of the church who exploit¬ 
ed them and whom the church did 
nothing to rebuke or correct. More¬ 
over, the civil war in Spain was 
promoted and backed by fascist 
Italy and nazi Germany.

With a view to heading off, if 
possible, socialized medical and

It is in¬ 
tended to effectuate greater health 
in the state at a minimum cost. 

The medical association has 
long anticipated the growing de¬ 
mand of state medicine and hos¬ 
pitalization. Opposition to it not 
only in California but elsewhere in 
the nation has not been success¬ 
ful in halting the movement. And 
since it is apparent such sociali¬ 
zation Us coming, the medical men 
here and in other states have been 
frying to vork out a system that 
will meet the public demands and 
that will furni.sh. possibly, a ba.sis 
for a national plan. Whether this 
can be done remain.s to be seen.
